EXCERPTS FROM GOVERNOR LUTHER W. YOUNGDAHL'S ADDRESS TO A JOINT 
SESSION OF THE MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE IN A CENTENNIAL COMMEMORATION 
FOR HZSTABLISHMENT DAY OF THE TERRITORY OF MINNESOTA, MARCH 3, 1949: 


" -. »The pioneers who had made their way to this frontier 
country, fortunately, were of hardy spirit and filled with hope, 
They were a people proud to be Americans. They cherished freedom 
under a government of law and order. They desired fervently the 
opportunity to work together in building out of this wilderness 
a state that could contribute its full share of human and material 
resources to the nation they loved... 


"The greatness of the time, in its -very essence, must be sought 
among the common people--the ‘common people! who were, of necessity, 
most uncommon~--uncommonly resourceful, energetic, and courageous. 


"Po these pioneers’ we are deeply indebted for the care, the 
vision, and the courage which they applied in laying the foundations 
of our commonwealth. They had eagerly sought the opportunity to 
set up a territorial government and once that chance came they did 
not delay in setting up sound democratic government for the good of 
all the people... 


"If our spirits be sensitive, we can catch some meaning from 
the past, and learn a lesson from the pioneer. 


"There was in them a loyalty to this our land. These people 
were Americans before they came to these shores--theirs was the 
idealism and inflexible purpose which are particularly American, 
and by them was the state and nation built. In their spirit can 
our patriotism find its highest nobility. .."

The early history of the Red River Valley was international in 
character. In the early days Frenchmen, Englishmen, Cana@idns‘ard 
Americans were attracted to one of the world's most fertile regions, 
The final sovereignty was long in doubt. Thomas Douglas, the fifth 
Farl of Selkirk from Scotland became involved in the colonization 
there, and he was the chief and indispensable promoter of fur trad- 
ing and settlement. Lord Selkirk shrewdly acquired nominal control 
of the Hudson Bay Company during the financial crisis of 1806-1808 
resulting from the Napoleonic Wars. He thus gained the right to 
found settlements for Britain in the Red River Valley from which 
developed the Province of Manitoba. Strife, disappointment and suf- 
fering, common in the early histories of colonies, also held sway at 
times in Lord Selkirk's colony in the Red River region. In 1819 a 
score of them found their way 600 miles south to the american settle- 
ments at Prairie du Chien and returned with new seed for planting 
crops. The kKed River Carts and trails. became the connecting links 
between these settlements on the south and north which finally became 
parts of the same state of Minnesota. Lord Selkirk in Britain's in- 
terest dominated the early history of the Red River Valley Settle- 
ments. Fort Garry,now Winnipeg, rose at the juncture of the Red and 
Assiniboine rivers just as to the south at this time Fort Snelling 
was built where the Minnesota and the Mississippi rivers join where 
the Twin Cities now stand. In the 1830's the political boundary be- 
gan shaping as it is known today. Two minor revolts by the settlers 
against the harsh rule of the Hudson Bay Company resulted, the first 
in 1849 and the second in 1885. The British were the first and only 
tillers: of Red River soil for some time. Emigrants from the Lord 
Selkirk settlement migrated south and were the first permanent set- 
tlers in Minnesota's Red River Valley long before American fur traders 
and farmers came to this rich wilderness region. The War of 1812 de- 
cided the international boundary and that Pembina County's destiny 
was to be American and Minnesotan. Out of the original vast Pembina 
County was formed the four northern counties on the Red River and 
several counties bordering on the east, as well as counties to the 
bade in Dakota, one of which still retains the original name of Pem- 
Bete ae ; 
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Herein follows the census of 1850 and 1857 of Pembina County, 
giving names ages and birthplaces of all who were 21 years of age 
or over. Permission to use this material was given by the U. S. 
Census Bureau. There are no records of the early land settlements 
4n Pembina found in the Tract Books'in the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment, Dept. of Interior, Washington, D. C. The census of 1850 and 
1857 gives many French and Indian names of early settlers in this 
region. liost of them were hunters, trappers, traders and only a 
few were farmers and tradesmen, 


The original Pembina County of the Red River Valley extended — 
from Red Lake west to the Missouri river, and from Lake Itasco north 
to the Lake of the Woods and the Canadian border. Wilkin County was 
first organized as Toombs and then as Andy Johnson County between 
1858 and 1860, and became Wilkin County in 1868. <Kittson, Marshall, 
Norman and Polk were part of Pembina County and Clay County was 
closely related to Pembina in the early days, but not a part thereof. 
Clay was created from Breckenridge in 1862. Kittson County was ? 
created in 1879 from unorganized Territory which was known as Pembina 
until 1860, Marshall County was created from Kittson in 1879. 

Norman County was created from Polk in 1881. Pembina County was 
created before 1850. The 1857 census of Breckenridge, now in Wilkin 
mere was taken with Pembina County. Traverse County was organized 
in 1862,
